WELDER FALSELY CLAIMED £28,000 

BENEFIT FRAUD: 

PYLE MAN 
ESCAPES JAIL 


A FRAUDSTER 
who dishonestly 
obtained benefits of 
nearly £28,000, has 
been jailed for six 
months, the sentence 
suspended for one 
year, and fined 
£10,000 at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Robert Davies, 64, an 
unemployed welder of 
Lfordd-y-Mynach, Pyle, 
admitted charges of fraud 
by false representation 
and failing to disclose 
information. 

Prosecutor Lowri 
Wynn Morgan said he had 
made a claim to the 
department of Work and 
Pensions for pension 
credit and also received 
council tax benefit; in 
addition, he failed to 
inform the department and 
the local authority of his 
total savings. It was 
believed he had savings of 
£5,500. 

He failed to inform 
them that at the time he 
had savings of £140,720 
held in bank accounts, 
shares and IS As.

Wynn Morgan. He was 
interviewed in January 
and admitted he had not 
declared the savings. 

Over three years, she 
said, he dishonestly 
received £27,838. 

The court heard that he 
had repaid the money. 

His counsel, Kevin

was fraud over a 
significant period.” 

He said Davies had no 
previous convictions and 
it was sad to see such a 
man appear before a 
Crown Court. 

“He is the backbone of 
his local rugby club and 


this case has brought deep 
shame upon him.” 

The year 2010, said Mr 
Seal, was a tragic one for 
Davies, when he was 
made redundant, a parent 
died and his partner had a 
severe stroke. 

“His concern is not so 
much for himself, but for 
his partner. He knows he 
has to be punished and has 
not tried to lay the blame 
on anyone but him self.” 

Said Judge Patrick 
Curran, “These offences 
are easy to commit and 
difficult to detect. Every 
penny obtained is a 
burden the taxpayer has to 
bear. The court is required 
to deal severely with any 
such case.”

As well as an initial 
assessment of each area, 
the development and 
implementation of the 
permit parking 
arrangements will include 
consultation with 
residents, publication of 
the required traffic orders 
and installation of 
appropriate signage and 
linin g. 

A nominal annual 
charge of £20 per permit 
will apply to subsidise the 
administration of the 
scheme. 


Porthcawl visit by 
minister as Wales gets 
ready for the tourists 
after winter storms 


THE Welsh Government has announced 
an £855,000 funding package to help 
ensure that Wales is prepared for the new 
tourist season following the winter storms, 
and last week John Griffiths, Minister for 
Culture and Sport, visited Porthcawl to 
see the damage that was caused to the 
coastal path at Rest Bay. 

A total of £545,000 will be spent on repairs to the 
Wales Coast Path across Wales. The funding will be 
made available to the 17 local authorities that were 
the worst hit in the storms, with £110,000 being 
allocated to Bridgend County Borough Council. 

The Welsh Government has also announced that 
£310,000 will be spent in Aberystwyth, one of the 
towns that suffered the most damage during the 
storms in January. 

John Griffiths said: “The Wales Coast Path has 
received worldwide acclaim and boosts the Welsh 
economy by over £30 million each year. This 
funding that we’re providing means that local 
authorities have the resources that they need to get 
the path back up to the standard that visitors to Wales 
now expect.” 

Council Leader Mel Nott commented: “With 
more than 11 and a half miles of the coastal path 
running through the county borough, the work is 
being carried out in time for the 2014 tourist season 
and ahead of major events, such as the forthcoming 
senior open golf tournament. The bulk of the funding 
will be used to replace damaged sections of the Rest 
Bay Boardwalk, which took a battering from rocks 
and tidal debris during the height of the storms. 

“Much of the soil beneath the boardwalk was 
washed away and footings were exposed, leaving the 
boardwalk unsafe to use. The repair work will see 
most of the damaged parts of the boardwalk replaced 
with new sections, while a concrete path will be 
added at specific points to help the route stand up to 
any future bouts of severe weather. 

“We’ll also be carrying out work to introduce 
improvements at other sections of the coast path, 
including better access and bridleway enhancements.” 

Edwina Hart, Minister for Tourism, said: “We are 
supporting the tourism industry in Wales to be strong 
and resilient and a crucial part of our economy. 
Tourism is already worth an estimated £5billion a

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Man who took drugs 
into prison is jailed 


A JUDGE at Cardiff Crown 
Court has given a warning 
that people who take drugs 

into prison will face severe 

punishment. 

Graham Stephens, 49, was jailed for 
four months, after he pleaded guilty to 
taking drugs into Parc Prison, 

Bridgend. 

Stephens, of Margaret Street, 
Trecynon, Aberdare, took in the drug 
Subotex, said prosecutor John Warren. 

Recorder Paul Lewis, QC, said: 
“The message must go out that 

prohibited items must not be taken 
into prison under any circumstances. It 
must be immediate custody.” 

The court heard that when he went 
to the prison, Stephens said he had no 
drugs on him, but when searched he 
had two tablets worth £20. 

His counsel, Eugene Egan, said:

“He had a conventional lifestyle until 
the breakdown of his marriage; then 
he met a new partner, a heroin addict, 
and he too became involved with the 
drug”. 

He said he had forgotten that he had 
on him the two banned tablets. In the 
past, he had been a prison visitor. 

When stopped, the court heard that 
in prison, Stephens said: “I didn’t 
bring them in, it was a mistake.” 

The Recorder said that in the past 
year, Stephens had spent £26,000 on 
drugs, but he had now stopped taking 
them. 

“Drugs are a real problem in prison 
today, and anyone who passes drugs 
can expect a lengthy prison sentence.” 

Stephens was ordered to pay a 
victim surcharge of £80.

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Mayday rescue by 
Porthcawl lifeboats 


AT 5.28pm on Saturday, both Porthcawl 
RNLI lifeboats, Rose of the Shires and 
Jean Ryall, went to the rescue of a 26ft 
yacht that had run aground on Sandy 
Bay, Porthcawl. 

Volunteer RNLI helmsman Joe Missen, who 
reached the stricken yacht first, said: “When we got 
to the yacht, we found two persons on board. They 
had run the yacht aground, and we needed to tow the 
yacht off the beach quickly, as the tide was about to 
go out.” 

The bigger Porthcawl Atlantic 85 lifeboat, Rose of 
the Shires, then took the yacht in tow back to the 
safety of Porthcawl Marina. 

Mr Phillip Missen, Lifeboat operations manager 
at Porthcawl RNLI said: “When the yacht got into 
difficulty, the crew did the correct thing and 
immediately put out a Mayday call to the coastguard. 

“This meant that we were able to launch the 
lifeboats quickly, and get the yacht towed off the 
beach before the tide started to drop. 

“With the Easter holidays coming up, we advise 
anyone planning to take their boats afloat to ensure 
their radios are in working order, and always take 
with them flares and lifejackets,” he urged.

LOCAL Police Community 
Support Officer Carl Wesgate of 
the Porthcawl Neighbourhood 
Policing Team, is helping to keep 
children safe - by launching 
wristbands to hand out to young 
visitors in the Porthcawl area 
throughout the Easter and 
summer school holidays. 

Familiar to anyone who has been to a 
musical festival or outdoor event, the 
wristbands are bright yellow featuring the 
South Wales Police and Porthcawl Town 
Council logos. 

Each band is bilingual, contains the text 

‘If I am lost please call . Os ydw I 

or goll, ffioniwch .’ and leaves a 

space to write a contact name and number, 


or any other relevant information to be 
written and immediately accessed in the 
event of a child becoming lost or separated 
from a group. 

The child safe wristbands are available 
to collect from places in Porthcawl that 
display the ‘safety wristbands available 
here’ poster. This includes the police 
station, Porthcawl Town Council, lifeguard 
stations, the reception area at Trecco Bay, 
the Hi-Tide restaurant, Mackworth Road 
and at Scoops ice-cream parlour at Coney 
Beach. 

PCSO Wesgate said: “I know from 
personal experience how frightening it is to 
lose your child, even for a matter of 
seconds. I lost sight of my daughter while 
I was on holiday last year, and the three 
minutes until I found her felt like a lifetime. 

“I would love to see parents and 


guardians use these bands at every 
opportunity, especially during busy periods 
such as school holidays at the popular 
seaside resort. 

“My thanks go to local printer Les 
Tallon, who was so impressed with the idea 
he stretched our funds to make an 
additional 3,000 wristbands from 5,000 to 
8,000, and to Porthcawl Town Council that 
made this initiative possible with a 
donation of £500, which was enough to 
produce the child safe wristbands, 
potentially helping to keep 8,000 children 
safe.” 

Police Sergeant Jason Jenkins who leads 
the Porthcawl NPT said: “This is a fantastic 
initiative from PCSO Wesgate and one of 
many initiatives being rolled out to improve 
the quality of life for residents and visitors 
alike in Porthcawl”.

With great sadness, the author 
witnessed the rapid decline of the industry but, years 
later, a new chapter occurred. 

A demand, once more, for rail transport meant 
that some former lines opened again. One was the 
passenger service in the Llynfi Valley to Maesteg 
which reopened in October 1990. 

With plenty of interesting and humourous 
anecdotes, it is a must for all ex-railway workers.

Answer to the question... ‘Where’s my Bond?’ 


TWO of the most common 
queries we have from tenant 
clients are queries about bond 
registration and being served 
with a notice from their 
landlords. 

If you rent your home and your 
landlord or agent requested a bond 
from you, do you know where your 
bond is? If not, your bond may 
have not been registered. Your 
landlord or agent must register 
your bond with a government 
approved scheme within 30 days of 
receipt. 

If they don’t then you can claim 
your bond back, plus a sum 
equivalent to three times the 
amount of the bond as 
compensation. That can be as

much as £3,000 on an average 
property. 

If your bond was registered after 
30 days of receipt, you can still 
claim the above. We are able to 
take on cases on a no win no fee 
basis. Providing you have not 
damaged your property or failed to 
pay your rent, we are happy to 
claim the above for you.

“The latest surveys 
show Kestrels, who are 
often seen hovering over 
our motorways hunting 
for voles and mice, have 
declined by over a third. 

“In the past, these 
iconic birds have 
suffered from pesticide 
poisoning as well as 
illegal trapping and 
shooting.” 

Long term decline had 
also seen kestrel 
numbers fall by a fifth 
between 1995 and 2008.

NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY 


Wanted: warm weather 
for the hives’ foragers! 


S PRING is definitely here but as of 
yet I have not carried out any in 
depth inspections at any of the 
apiaries. 

The weather is always the dominant factor when 
you wish to open up a hive and observe what is or 
is not proceeding and the present conditions are not 
at all suitable. 

At the beginning of any year, pollen is a crucial 
input for the welfare of all colonies. What is needed 
now are some dry and warmer days so that the 
forager bees can get out and about and collect this 
vital substance. 

I have made several visits to the apiaries to 
observe the comings and goings, and what I see is 
very encouraging. 

All of the colonies were fed and treated for 
Varroa Mites in September of last year; however, I 
have added foodstuff to one or two of the colonies 
that are showing a lot of activity and, of course, I 
am regularly checking the contents of the trays I 
have in place on the underneath of several of them. 

Two colonies, in particular, are revealing high 
numbers of mites (dead, of course) and I must take 
steps to reduce the infestation in these two colonies 
because problems will arise if I ignore the situation. 

How do I know the numbers are high? Well, the 
contents of the trays are removed and put into 
containers that bear colonies’ details. Later on, back 
home, using a large light assisted magnifier, I can 


examine the hive debris and start to count 
individual mites. 

These two particular hives are showing counts of 
110 and 100. Other colonies are only showing 5,7, 

9 and less. As all of the colonies received the same 
mite treatment, something needs to be done. 

This year, as in previous years, there will be 
newcomers to the craft of beekeeping, all of course 
eager to get started and as soon as conditions allow 
myself and others will introduce them to the 
apiaries and take them through the various steps 
required when handling a colony of bees. 

Apart from the theory, it is the actual hands-on 
experience that counts, not every newcomer is 
comfortable with the live bee side of things and 
previously one or two have decided against 
becoming beekeepers, but in the main, the 
fascination of the internal workings of a colony 
gets to you and you want to know more. 

We do need more beekeepers and the pollinating 
insects are the unsung heroes of the planet we live 
on. Their existence is under threat and we ignore 
this situation at our peril. The need for the 
youngsters to take up beekeeping is of paramount 
importance; I am getting older and must some day 
give up my bee activity. 

Education authorities could well help here by 
introducing a school project and contacting the Welsh 
Assembly who do have a Pollinator action plan.

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Funding for South Wales to highlight history of steel 


THE Glamorgan Archives in Cardiff, which serves 
Bridgend, the Vale of Glamorgan, Caerphilly, Merthyr 
Tydfil, Rhondda Cynon Taf and Cardiff will benefit 
from Welsh Government funding to open up access to 
their collections relating to the steel industry. 

Minister for culture and sport, John Griffiths AM, made the 
announcement last week, as part of the latest round of grant 
funding for Welsh libraries, archives and museums. 

A Welsh Government grant of £20,000, along with £56,000 from 
the National Cataloguing grant scheme, will be awarded to five 


archive services across Wales to make details available online of 
the archives of the Iron and Steel Trades Confederation, British 
Steel Collection and the Brymbo Steel works collection. 

The other archives to benefit are the Richard Burton Archives, 
Archives and Records Council of Wales, Flintshire Record Office 
and Wrexham Archives. This is part of the ‘Wales Showing our 
Metal’ project. 

Mr Griffiths said: “This welcome investment will enable local 
museums, archives and libraries to develop their services, improve 
facilities and encourage greater use by the public. 

“It will help promote our rich culture and heritage and ensure 


that more people can access and enjoy our collections. 

“The steel industry has played a key role in the development of 
Wales and the ‘Wales Showing our Metal’ project will enable 
researchers of all ages to understand the legacy of the steel 
industry and its ongoing impact on Welsh communities. 

“Without the support of archive services and this investment, 
these records could have been lost to future generations.” 

The Minister also outlined how £2.2m funding will be used to 
develop, promote access to and encourage use of the rich and 
diverse collections on offer at museums, archives and libraries 
across the country.

The team comes from different

Mike was full of praise for his

When we lose however, the 
boys can’t stand to get off the bus 
with all the girls inquiring how we 
did and have to say that we were 
beaten. It’s our incentive I guess!”

He then joined Cardiff 
City and enjoyed success 
with the Bluebirds under 
his former Swans’ team 
mate Eddie May, winning 
promotion as champions 
and the Welsh Cup in a 
marvellous ‘double’ 
winning season still 
remembered by the fans. 

Stepping down into the 
Welsh League, Robbie 
wound down his playing 
career and played for 
Merthyr Tydfil, Llanelli 
AFC and Barry Town. His 
tragic death wh il e playing 
for Llanelli is also 
documented, with new 
accounts from those present 
there that terrible night.

THE annual speech night and 
prize evening held before the end 
of term proved memorable. 

Pupils, parents, guests, governors and 
staff celebrated academic, musical and 
sporting achievements, as well as personal 
effort and improvement. 

An interactive presentation by Rev Ian 
Hodges included a sing-along by the 
audience! Other special guests were the 
Mayor and Mayoress of Bridgend, Coun 
Clive James and Coun Pauline James, and 
the Mayor of Pencoed Town Council, Coun 
Doug John. 

Mr David George, Headteacher, said: 
“The continuing success is grounded on a 
culture of high expectation. Teachers, 
pupils, parents and governors are working 
ever more closely together and are 
regularly holding conversations focused 
upon the potential and the achievement of 
individual pupils”. 

Mr George thanked pupils for their ‘wide 
ranging talents and achievements’ and the 
team of staff (teachers and support) for 
their expertise, dedication and commitment 
which he deemed “absolutely critical to the 
individual successes of our pupils and to 
the continuing success of the school”. Mr 
George also thanked the governing body 
for their “unstinting levels of support and 
challenge”. 

His address included references to the 
improvement in standards which led to the 
school having risen to Band 2 in the Welsh 
Government’s secondary schools banding 
system. Year-13 students (sixth form) had 
achieved, on average per student, 129 
points more than the all-Wales average last 
year, and 168 points more than the local 
authority average. 

This outstanding achievement was due in 
no small part to the Welsh Baccalaureate 
Qualification (WBQ). In a difficult year for 
entry into higher education across the UK, 
every applicant from Pencoed was able to 
take up a place at university if that was 
what they wanted. 

Year-12 students paved the way to 
success at Advanced Level with a very 
strong set of AS results. Almost all year-11 
pupils (96 per cent) achieved five or more 
A* - C grades, or equivalent. Pencoed was 
the highest performing school in Bridgend. 

All subjects reported improved pass rates 
at GCSE - for example, year-11 pass rates 
at A* - C in science reached an incredible 
100 per cent of the full year group. This 
places Pencoed’s science department well 
above local, family, and national averages 
and in the top quarter of similar schools for 
the third year in a row. 

In mathematics, 72 per cent achieved 
grade A* - C at GCSE. This achievement 
placed the mathematics department in the 
top quarter of similar schools for the second 
year in a row. 

Mr George also stated that life at 
Pencoed comp is not only about 
achievement on courses and in exams. 
“There is so much more that we offer to 
support pupils in a multitude of different 
ways. There is also so much that our pupils 
do in support of each other and of the 
community. Our annual speech night and 
prize giving ceremony provides us with the 
opportunity to celebrate achievement 
across the whole spectrum of school life”. 

The success of the evening was 
testimony to the weeks of preparation by 


Mrs Jill Newman and Mrs Karen Andrews. 
Thanks to the dressing of the stage and the 
technical expertise of Gareth Rodgers 
(former pupil) and Kielan Yates (year-12) 
the sports hall was transformed into a venue 
worthy of any award ceremony. The 
evening also included musical items by 
Lauren Woodward and Jenna Dyckhoff, 
accompanied by Mrs R Jenkins, head of 
music.

Davies of year-13 with the BCBC Mayor’s 
Citizenship Award which he’d been 
awarded recently in recognition of his 
community charity fundraising activities.

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The life and times 
of a liberated 
woman (part 5)

I N November, 1941,1 met a 
dashing serving in the 
Royal Artillery. I already 
knew his parents and his other 
brothers, as his sister-in-law 
was my close friend, and I had 
often been a visitor to their 
home. 

At my friend’s insistence, I agreed 
to meet the elusive brother-in-law. As 
I was on duty and in my working 
dungarees, I thought this would put 
him off but after the introductions, he 
walked me to the bus stop in 
Kingsway, asking if he could take me 
to the cinema the next day. 

I agreed but, of course, when we 
met I looked a very different Nancy - 
all dressed up! He had to return to his 
unit the next day and said he would 
like to see me again. 

We became engaged in December 
and planned to marry the following 
August, but our plans were dashed 
when he said he would be going 
abroad and asked could we get 
married? 

With the help of family and friends, 
we pooled our resources so I had 
enough coupons for a lovely wedding 
dress. The eight bridesmaids bought 
their own dresses, and the two flower 
girls - and so we were married on 
March 21, 1942 at St Catherine’s 
Church in Canton. 

We travelled to Chepstow on the 
Sunday for a two-and-a-half day 
honeymoon as my new husband had 
to return to his unit in Tonbridge, 
Kent. 

I did not know that it would be 
three-and-a-half years before I would 
see him again. He was sent to India 
and burma and on his return, suffered 
attacks of malaria and became very ill 
with pneumonia. 


We eventually decided to leave 
Cardiff and moved to London, where 
work was available at the repair 
workshops for railway engines at 
Stratford. 

For a while, we lived in rented 
accommodation, some of which was 
well over-priced, but we did 
eventually managed to buy our own 
house for £1,200. It had four 
bedrooms, three rooms plus kitchen, a 
large garden, a garage and large 
conservatory which we added later. 

The mortgage was £12.8s.8d a 
month on a £1,000 loan. The same 
houses, when we checked on a visit to 
our old home, are now £300,000 and 
rising! 

Our daughter was bom on April 10, 
1951 at Queen Charlotte’s Hospital, 
Hammersmith. 

I have always taken an interest in 
politics and on several occasions, 
attempted to lobby my MP at the 
House of Commons. Sometimes I 
have been successful, other times the 
MP I wished to discuss the problem 
with would not have the courage to 
confront me. 

Since my teens, I have had a 
Socialist outlook and this was 
enhanced when I listened to a speech 
by George Thomas at an open air 
meeting in the Riverside area of 
Cardiff. 

I have met a few leading politicians 
through the various organisations to 
which I have belonged. I remember 
on one occasion, I was invited to a 
meeting where people who had 
survived the atom bomb at Nagasaki 
would be there. I felt a surge of anger 
for these people but when I saw the 
terrible disfigurement to their faces, I 
could not but feel utter sympathy for 
them. 

Next week, my dream comes true.

Local resident David Fernie told The 
GEM: “The villagers of Colwinston 
are strongly opposed to an 


application by Redrow to build 62 
houses on land currently used for 
agricultural purposes. 

“The village, which currently 
has circa 155 dwellings will be 
swamped by such a development”. 

A petition signed by 197 
residents objecting to the 
application on a number of 


grounds was delivered to the Vale 
Council Planning Department on 
Tuesday, April 15.

‘GO BACK TO DRAWING BOARD ON 
REGENERATION’ - COUNCIL URGED 


SUPERMARKET chains 
who were shortlisted for 
the Porthcawl 

regeneration site are 
being given one final 
chance to bid for the 
scheme. 

This information was 
obtained by Tory AM Suzy 
Davies, who submitted a 
Freedom of Information request 
to Bridgend County Borough 
Council about progress in 
getting the scheme off the 
ground. 

She asked if Sainsbury’s had 
come back with an offer for the 
development, but was told that 
following the withdrawal of 
Morrisons, who were the 
preferred bidders, the council 
had decided to allow all the 
shortlisted bidders one last 
chance to resubmit bids for the 
site. 


Mrs Davies, who is a Welsh 
Conservative regional AM for 
south Wales west, was told that 
retail operators have been given 
a final opportunity to say 
whether or not they wish to 
develop a food superstore in 
Porthcawl. 

They have been given until 
the end of May to resubmit their 
financial bids. The council will 
also look again at the 
infrastructure contracts at the 
same time. 

Mrs Davies said that it would 
be the third time that this 
scheme had gone out to tender. 

“We have seen Tesco 
approved as the preferred bidder 
and when they withdrew, 
Morrisons was selected and then 
they withdrew. We are fast 
running out of options here. 

“This scheme has been on the 
blocks for more than a decade 
and nothing has happened. More 
time is being allowed to elapse 


again with no guarantee that any 
progress will be made. 

“It is the view of many people 
that if Tesco and Morrisons 
cannot make the scheme pay, 
how will any other chains get it 
to stand up unless the council 
drops the price it is asking. 

“ All of this is shrouded in 
secrecy because the council 
refuses to disclose any figures as 
a result of commercial 
confidentiality. 

“The worry must be that in 
order to save face, the council 
may be tempted to let the site go 
for less than the amount they 
need to pay off the private 
owners, cover the cost of the 
infrastructure and fund the 
works to the harbour. 

“All of that pushes the sum 
they need to £12m or more. If it 
goes for less, the council 
taxpayers in the whole of 
Bridgend county borough may 
have to step in to plug any 


funding shortfall. 

“The council must rethink its 
strategy because building a 
supermarket will do nothing to 
enhance Porthcawl’s tourism 
offer. Everything has changed 
since the council first decided 15 
years ago to base the 
regeneration scheme on a 
supermarket and new houses. 
Both these ships may have 
sailed. 

“Supermarket chains are in a 
desperate fight with their cut 
price rivals so money for new 
developments is in short supply. 

“I am urging the council to 
go back to the drawing board 
and see what other options there 
may be apart from a bog 
standard food store and marina 
style apartments which are not 
as popular as they once were and 
which banks and building 
societies do not want to loan 
money on.” 


Paying for school meals online 


PAYING for school meals is “getting 
a lot easier” in Bridgend county 
borough, as several schools are now 
using a new system that allows 
parents to pay for meals online, 
BCBC reports. 

Launched by the council’s catering service 
in partnership with schools, the new system 
enables parents to pay for one day at a time, 
or several weeks in one go. 

Several schools are piloting the system, 
with headteachers from other schools being 
invited to see it in action. Porthcawl Primary, 
Ysgol Y Ferch o’r Sger, Coleg Cymunedol Y 
Dderwen and Brynteg School were the first 
schools to get on board with the system 
earlier this year, while Ysgol Gynradd 
Gymraeg Cwm Garw, West Park Primary, St 
Mary’s Catholic Primary, and Croesty 
Primary have all now joined them, while 
other schools will be going ‘live’ with the 
system soon. 

Coun Huw David, BCBC’s cabinet 


member for children and young 
people, said: “We are delighted to 
be able to introduce this new 
system, as it is something that 
parents have been asking for. 

“It will make it really easy to pay 
for meals in advance and will 
remove that last minute panic that 
I’m sure many parents currently 
experience on a Monday morning, 
where they are frantically looking 
around for the correct change to pay 
for their child’s meals. 

“Online payments are much 
more convenient, and another 
benefit is that it will reduce the 
amount of ad mi nistration work 
required in schools as they won’t 
need to handle as much cash and 
cheques. Many local schools have 
welcomed this new system, and we 
aim to gradually introduce it across 
the county borough.”

REVAMPED 
Porthcawl Harbour 
has been officially 
opened and the 
historic harbour has 
been completely 
transformed as part 
of a multi-million 
pound regeneration 
project. 

It features a new 
harbour gate with 
pedestrian footbridge, a 
permanent basin of water, 
an extension to its eastern 
breakwater, and pontoon 
moorings for 70 leisure, 
commercial and visiting 
craft. 

The EU-backed 
project has also included 
the refurbishment of the 
old harbour master’s 
office and staff to oversee 
daily business at the busy 
marina, where all berths 
have been fully allocated. 

Advance moorings 
have been booked for 
visitors to the 
forthcoming events such 
as the Senior Open golf 
tournament and this 
year’s Elvis Festival. 

The new marina is part 
of BCBC’s regeneration 
plans for the town. 

Funding for the marina 
has been provided by the 
Coastal Tourism Project 
led by Visit Wales, the 
Welsh Government and 
the European Regional 
Development Fund. 

Deputy Leader David 
Sage, the council’s 
spokesperson on 

regeneration, said: “This 
marks the completion of a 
significant landmark 
project in the 
regeneration of 

Porthcawl and the first 


step in the regeneration of 
the waterfront area. 

“The harbour 

represents an important 
part of the town’s history, 
and by upgrading and 
providing it with modern, 
refurbished facilities, we 
can ensure that it 
continues to fulfil this 
role in its new incarnation 
as Porthcawl Marina.” 

Council Leader Mel 
Nott commented: “It’s 
great to see that 
Porthcawl Marina is 
already doing really well. 
As we continue to 
regenerate the waterfront 
area, we’ll be seeking to 
further enhance the 
marina’s facilities and 
expand on its success. 

“For example, we are 
currently liaising with 
developers over potential 
opportunities for bringing 
the nearby Grade II listed 
Jennings building back 
into public use. 

“This has taken a

| Bridgend Athletic RFC 8 Ebbw Vale 38 


National Championship champions Ebbw 
Vale made it 22 victories in 22 outings and 
took their points tally to an amazing 
108pts out of a potential 110 points with 
their 21st bonus point victory of the 
season with a 38-8 victory over Bridgend 
Athletic at Waterton Cross. 

Ebbw Vale declared at the start of the season that 
they had outlaid a large capital sum to secure the 
leading players in the east to secure promotion back 
to the top table of Welsh rugby - the National 
Premier League.

All their 6 tries came from broken play and none 
from set piece moves. 

The Athletic competed well in the early 
exchanges and stopped a number of Ebbw Vale 
rolling mauls with well drilled defence. 

They had an early chance to put points on the 
board but Steven Lewis saw a 40 metre penalty drift 


wide of the upright in a strong cross wind. 

However the stalemate was broken when Ebbw 
Vale took a quick tapped penalty five metres from 
the Athletic try line for No8 Lewis Young to dive 
over for a try converted by outside half Iain Smerdon 
after 15 minutes. 

The Athletic then lost flanker Sam Treharne for 10 
minutes to the sin bin for a technical offence. The 
Athletic did not concede any points during this 
period - but on the half hour the Steelmen turned 
over Athletic possession 60 metres out and rapid 
interpassing saw centre David James cross wide out 
Smerdon converted.

IN 1944, the Dutch city of 4 s- 
Hertogenbosch was liberated 
by the 53rd Welsh division, and 
since then a strong link 
between Wales and 4 s- 
Hertogenbosch has existed. 

The 70 th anniversary of the 
liberation will be marked this year by a 
number of events. This will begin with 
a rugby match between the newly- 
formed Army Reserve Rugby Club, 
whose members are drawn from 
reserve units all over Wales, and a 
visiting team from ‘s-Hertogenbosch 
on Saturday, April 19 at the Cowbridge 
Rugby Club ground, kick-off 2pm. 

Warrant Officer Geordie Fernandez 
of the Royal Army Physical Training 
Corp, said: “As reservists our players 
tend to be busy at weekends, so 
balancing a rugby commitment can be 
difficult. 

“It’s a tribute to the guys that since 
January, we now have a team up and 
running, we have played two games, 
won one and lost the other, and now we 
are facing a visiting side from Holland. 

“It will be a fantastic opportunity for 


our lads to play a travelling team, I am 
sure that the lads would appreciate all 
the support they can get.” 

This is a significant year in the 
commemoration of the liberation of 
their city by the people of ‘s- 
Hertogenbosch. the rugby match is 
just the opener in a series of events 
culminating in Armed Forces Day 
Wales on Saturday, June 28 in Cardiff, 
where the city will be represented by 
the Mayor of ‘s-Hertogenbosch, a 100- 
strong choir and an 80-strong 
marching band, plus a group of cyclists
